CANADA GETTING A RETTER CLASS OF IMMIGRANTS 
THAN THE UNITED STATES. 


Those in the United States who indulge in alarm for Canada’s 
future—and be it said to their credit they are few—select poor 
evidence when they pick on census statistics to support their con­ 
tention that there is something wrong with the dominion. 
To 
point out that in the period from 1911 to 1921 Canada only added 
1,562,000 to her population while in the same decade the United 
States gained 13,710,000 means little. From Canada’s standpoint 
it means more than her rate of increase for the ten year period 
was 21 per cent, while that of the United States was only 14 per 
cent, Canada is growing more rapidly than the United States, and 
though the growth may not be fast enough to please the most 
optimistic in the dominion, it should be entirely pleasing to all 
who view the situation broadly. 
As the growth during the last IO years of the Empire to the 
North is satisfactory in view of the broadest consideration, it is 
also gratifying when viewed in the light of other deterrents which 
have handicapped the dominion in seeking comparisons with the 
United States. 
Immigration has greatly swollen Americas) numbers, and 
while that should be the chief resource of Canadian development, 
immigration barriers admit quality at the expense of quantity. 
The requirement that an applicant for admission have a consider­ 
able sum of landing money serves to exclude large numbers who 
find no such obstacle to entering the United States. 
Even the 
eagerness for immigration from Great Britain has not been strong 
enough to overcome the hostility of the dominion to artisans and 
laborers from the urban districts. The emphasis of Canadian im­ 
migration policy is placed upon invitation to farm workers and 
domestic servants. 
Thus the bulk of would be immigrants are 
not invited. 
The war, too militated against a good census showing for Can­ 
ada in 1921. Not only did the war virtually suspend immigration, 
as it did in the United States, but it took a heavy toll of Canadian 
life. More than 60,000 youths of the dominion gave their lives in 
the long conflict, a number proportionately equal to 720,000 for 
the United States. 
The dominion is going ahead, consistently and steadily, and 
without building up for itself an immigrant alien problem to worry 
it later. All in all, Canada’s increase in population for the last 
census period is remarkably satisfactory.
